Ch e y e n n e (Wyo. T.), July 18th.—The 
women of Fossil, a smali town on the Ore­ 
gon Short Line, violently resented a bar­ 
barous imposition on one of their sex by 
horsewhipping 
John 
Lewis, a saloon­ 
keeper and gambler, late last night. Lewis 
is a brutal fellow, who frequently beat his 
wife unmercifully. 
On Tuesday she was teaching their little 
boy a prayer, when the husband, after 
knocking her down,jumped on the delicate 
woman, almost killing her. That night 
forty women, armed with blacksnakes, 
fiuggy-whips, willow-switcbes, and, in one 
or two instances, revolvers, visited the 
Lewis establishment, and called the mus­ 
cular brute outside. 
He came to the door, 
but retreated at the sight of the female 
Vigilance Committee. The women rushed 
upon the common enemy, overpowered 
him and whipped him within an inch of 
his life. 
Welts were raised all over his body. He 
was blinded and blood flowed from the 
wounds in his head. 
Lewis begged, but, 
finding this of no avail, fell to cursing. 
His vile language was unnoticed until he 
mentioned names. The men present ob­ 
jected to 
this, and 
drawing revolvers 
threatened to end the life of Lewis. The 
latter had a few friends, who declared that 
he had been punished sufficiently. They 
also produced six-shooters. 
The lights 
went out in the big room and reckless fir­ 
ing continued for no less than five minutes. 
Women screamed and men cursed. The 
lusillade over, an investigation was made. 
Two men were wounded, neither seriously. 
Half a dozen women were in hysterics, 
and one was a gibbering idiot. 
The ceil­ 
ing was loll of builet-holes, the bar per­ 
forated, glassware broken and two billiard 
tables ruined. 
There will be more trouble. Fossil is a 
regular ” hell’s half acre.” 
The men only 
drink, gamble and light. There was a 
killing there over a female two months 
ago. Passenger coaches are locked when 
trains stop at the place. The women who 
whipped Lewis did not take the trouble to 
disguise themselves. 


C R Y IN G F O R B R E A D . 


P ite o u s C o n d itio n o f E v ic te d S fju a tte rs in 
M in n e so ta . 
St . P a u l (Minn.), July 
18th.—Three 
hundred squatters on that portion of the 
upper fiats owned by the Oppenheim syn­ 
dicate, consisting of 6,000,000 acres held by 
members of a syndicate residing in St. Paul 
and New York, were evicted to-day by an 
overwhelming force of police and paid 
agents of the syndicate. 
There is nothing left of the thickly popu­ 
lated little settlement but a few ruined cel­ 
lars where the most pretentious shanties 
used to stand, and some small gardens in 
which weeds are the prevailing growth. 
One building alone remains. 
It is the sa­ 
loon and dwelling of Mike! Hoben, a fe­ 
rocious saloon keeper, who made all sorts 
of threats when the first attempt at evic­ 
tion was begun. His business lias gone 
with the evicted people, and there is no 
longer any reason for him to stav. Some 
of the squatters have lived a9 long’as fifteen 
years iu the houses now destroyed, but the 
continual presence of the c fficers cowed 
them, and there was no chance for resist­ 
ance if they had been so disposed. The 
women pleaded and cried in vain, ana the 
men stood by stoically and watched the 
destruclion of the shanties. 
\V hen the evictions were first commenced 
by the Sheriff tfie people were moved out 
and the shanties left standing. This was 
fonnd to be a bad way to accomplish the 
desired end, for as fast as the deputies 
moved the squatters out they moved them­ 
selves back again. 
It was then determined 
to destroy the shanties after removing the 
people, and this course proved effectual. 
Tnesquatters, mostly foreigners, a re now 
located on the levee without shelter of any 
sort, cryiD g for work or bread. 
One shanty which was demolished was 
occupied by a widow named Larson, whose 
husband was injured in an accident while 
in the city'a employ, and died yesterday at 
the County Hospitpl. She has eight chil­ 
dren to support, three of whom are sick 
with small-pox, and she hasappealed tothe 
Board of Control for aid. The city will 
probably build her another shanty on the 
west-side flats, where she is not likely to be 
disturbed.

W ard, and expects to pay out to 200 claim ­ 
ants each day until he gets through. 
He

The Johns­ 
town committee claims that the demand is 
unreasonable, and Governor Beaver thinks 
it ungrateful to criticise the committee. 


There is little doubt, however, that the de­ 
mand will be pushed.

pected that actual misapproprialion will be 
shown, but the belief is general that there 
has been extensive carelessness.

Last W ednesday Mrs. Mag­ 
gart died while about to become a mother 
and was buried. 
Mrs. McGowan, the m other of the young 
wife, arrived from Missouri on Thursday 
night, and employed an undertaker to take 
up the body and embalm it for shipm ent 
to Missouri. On Friday the undertaker’s 
men went to work and had unearthed the 
coffin, when A lexander Maggart appeared 
and ordered the work stopped.

The undertaker rem on­ 
strated. but Maggart said he would not let 
his wife's body go for less than $10. The 
m other paid the price demanded, and on 
Saturday the Houston and Texas Central 
express carried the rem ains to the desolate 
Missouri home.

H el en a (M. T ), July 18th.—Three or 
four boys of this city are accountable for 
the loss of sight of little Eddie McLaughlin, 
a three-year-old toddler, who was playing 
with them at the time. As the story goes, 
the boys, who are considerably older than 
the little victim, one being at least twelve 
years of age, are very mischievous, and on 
Monday last, wnile playing, little Eddie 
approached, and, in a childish manner, 
joined the party. 
One of the older bovs, 
apparently dissatisfied with the youngster’s 
presence, picked up a handful of quick­ 
lime, which was being used on a neighbor­ 
ing building, and deliberately threw it in 
the child’s eyes.

A S A H E L C O L E D E A D . 


I o u n d e r o f th e R e p u b lic a n P a r ty a n d 
R a ilro a d B u ild e r. 
Buffalo (X. Y.), Juiv I8ih.—Asahel M. 
Cole, the famous founder of the Republican 
party and one of the earliest and most en­ 
thusiastic workers in the cause of abolition, 
died at his home near Wellsvile. N. Y., on 
Monday morning. 
His age was 68. 
H e called the first Republican Convention 
at Friendship, N. Y., in 1S47, and the first 
Nominating Convention at Angelica a few 
m onths later. 
Before and during the war 
his house, located between Friendship and 
Belfast, was a favorite station on the “ u n ­ 
derground railroad.' 
H e was an editor 
more than a politician, having published 
anti-slavery papers at Beltnont, Belfast and 
\\ ellsville. 
lie was the surveyor of Cen­ 
tral Park, New York, and an active pro­ 
moter of the elevated railway system. 
For years he has been fam iliar to the 
second generation as a lobbyist in the in­ 
terest of pet measures at Albany. H e was 
the builder of the Genesee Valiev Railroad, 
and the one who in 1808 straightened out 
Brooklyn’s shattered finances. During his 
last years he has been interested in a scheme 
of subterranean drainage. 


D R O P P E D IN T H E SEA .

N ew \ o r k , July ISth.—An incoming 
pilot renorts that upon July 16th, in lati­ 
tude S0° 30’ and longitude 71° 40’ minutes, 
she sighted a balloon dragging a car along 
the surface of the water.

tendent of Public Instruction, Secretary of 
State and Attorney-General shall consti­ 
tute a State Board of Land Commissioners, 
and it shall be the duty of the Legislature 
to provide by taxation a sufficient menus, 
in connection with the am ount received 
from the general school fnnd, to m aintain 
a public free common school in each or­ 
ganized district at ¡east three m onths each 
year. The State Board of Education is to 
consist of eleven members—the Governor, 
State Superintendent of Public Instruc­ 
tion and Attorney-General being ex officio 
members. The other eight members will 
be appointed by the Governor. 
A long discussion arose on Clarke's mo­ 
tion abolishing Grand Juries. The matter 
was referred back to the Committee on 
Judiciary w ithout restriction.

K L L U D i D - U J N l U i N 
claimed to be her husband; she saw him 
go to the arms of other women w ithout 
jealous m anifestations; she received three 
brief letters from him , in which she is ad­ 
dressed as “ My Dear W ife,” all relating to 
money payments or secret meetings, and a 
score of letters th at were such as a man 
would address to his mistress. 
These 
“ Dear Wife ” letters were not made public, 
and when produced in Court were repudi­ 
ated by the man as forgeries. 
The man, 
says the Court, never openly acknowledged 
her as his wife, and according to her 
theory was not bound to do so, but was at 
liberty to keep th eir relations with each 
other secret, and the two did not openly 
associate with each other any more after 
than before the m aking of the contract. 
The Court adds: 
It seems to us th a t this evidence shows con­ 
clusively th at these parties did uot live aud co­ 
habit together “ in the way usual w ith m arried 
people,” They did not lire or cohabit together 
at all. They had their separate habitations in 
different hotels. H er visits to his room and his 
visits to heris w ere occasional, and apparently 
as visitors. They had no common hom e or 
dwelling-place. This did not constitute a living 
together, or cohabitation. (Yardly’s Estate. 75 
Penn., 207; Ohio vs. Connoway low nship, Ta- 
p .n's Ohio Rep. 58) T heir acts and conduct 
were entirely consistent w ith the m eretricious 
relation of m an and mistress, and alm ost en ­ 
tirely inconsistent w ith the relation of husband 
and wife. It m ay be said th at the public m an­ 
ner in w hich he received her, ana introduced 
he to his friends, was Inconsistent w ith his 
claim th at 
she was his m istress and not his 
wife. 
This 
m ight be so w ith some m en. but 
the record before 
us bears unm istakable evi­ 
dence of the fact th a t this m an had sinned so 
long and so openly, in this respect, th at he did 
not care to conceal his wrong-doiDg even from 
his own inm ily. Besides, it m ust be rem em ­ 
bered that there was nothing openly im proper 
in th eir relations, in connection w ith their 
association w iih other persons. She was re­ 
ceived aud treated as a m ere ladv iriend and 
acquaintance, aud not otherwise'. T hat any 
greater intim acy existed between them ih ac 
would have been proper as between friends of 
the opposite sex was carefully concealed from 
the public. 
T hat there may be clearance of all 
doubts in this m atter, so im portant to be 
understood by all the people, the Supreme 
Court is careful to say: 
But there was in fact no agreem ent or stipula­ 
tion in the coutract th at the m arriage relation 
claim ed to have existed betw een these paities 
should be kept secret. The stipulation was: •• I 
agree not to m ake known the contents of this 
paper, or its existence for two years, unless Mr 
Snurou him self sees fit to m ake it know n.” This 
stipulation did not in any way operate to pre­ 
vent the full and open assum ption bv them of 
m arital rights, duties and obligations, nor could 
it prevent her lrom declaring th at they were 
husband and wife. This w ritten consent was 
not necessary to the validity of the m arriage. 
Had they com m enced at once to live iogetberas 
husband and wife, under a verbal consent to 
become such, and had m utually and openly as­ 
sum ed m aritel rights, duties and obligations, 
the m arriage would undoubtedly have b-en up­ 
held. 
We have decided, that because they did 
not assum e such rights, duties and obligations 
or, in other words, concealed aud kept secret 
the m arriage relation, there was no valid m ar­ 
riage. but we are quite clear that the secrecy 
cluu-e in the contract, if the statute had been 
com plied w ith in this respect, won d not have 
rendered the m arriage invalid, aud that is the 
real question involved. 
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THE END 
OF 
A CELEBRATED CASE. 


T he 
H ill-Sharon case is practically 
ended, the Supreme Court having given it 
its quietus. 
T he Court holds th at the 
findings of the Court below were not sus­ 
tained by the testimony in the case, and 
it is therefore sent hack for a new trial, 
w hich will never be held, since the de­ 
cision of the appellate Court practically 
settles the case on a showing th at cannot 
be made so strong on a second hearing. 
T he decision is one of very great im ­ 
portance—in fact, as it relates to a condi­ 
tion th at lies at the very root and founda­ 
tion of society, it is difficult to conceive of 
questions of 
a social character 
more 
w eighty. 
The evil of the decision of the 
C ourt below has been great, and its bane­ 
ful influence was becoming daily more pro­ 
nounced. Since the decision of the Court 
below many marriages, so called, have 
been contracted by secret agreem ent and 
w ithout th at solemnity or publicity th at 
th e Court wisely holds to be essential to 
the establishm ent of marriage proper. 
T he R ecocd-U nion is not disposed to 
boast of its own judgm ent, hut it cannot 
forbear in this instance calling attention 
to the fact that years ago, when the posi­ 
tion of the prosecution was first made 
known, it controverted it and repeatedly 
declared, and w ith such force as it could 
command, th at the doctrine of secret m ar­ 
riage contracts was monstrous, and if m ain­ 
tained m ust result in reducing marriage to 
concubinage and in placing it in the power 
of any such persons as m arry by secret 
contract to divorce themselves by simply 
destroying the unrecorded and unpub­ 
lished contract of union. 
Such a sys­ 
tem would, of course, prove utterly de­ 
structive of the whole system of marriage, 
and subject all children of such unholy 
unions to the stigma of bastardy. 
H ear 
now w hat the Supreme Court says, even 
accepting all the plaintiff’ claims to be 
true, as to the contract and subsequent con­ 
duct of the parties: 
W hat m arital rights has a wom an “ assum ed” 
w ho could not even protect herself against ap­ 
p arent sham e by asserting the honorable nam e 
ot wife? W h at m arital obligations of protec­ 
tion can a m an fulfill towards a woman whose 
wifehood he publiclv repudiates? And how 
can society enforce its rights in a relation of 
w hich it can have no knowledge and of the ex ­ 
istence of which it has no grounds of suspicion 0 
Aud w hat of the children, if any, of such á 
m arriage ? Is there to be no one whom tbey 
can call " f a th e r ” or “ m other?” And w hat 
possible protection could there be against fraud­ 
u len t pretenses of m arriages, m ade, perhaps, 
for the first tim e alter the deaths of alleged 
husbands or wives? 
But, not satisfied w ith this expression: 
th e Court adds words that will for all time 
constitute the condemnation of these secret 
unions even when accompanied by sexual 
intercourse: 
Let us see to w hat this w ould lead us. It 
m eans, supposing a ease, th a t w here a couple 
•re associated together in the m eretricious rela­ 
tion of m an and m istress, aud in th e habit ot 
mes ting occasionally, solely for the purpose of 
gratifying th eir passions, and w hile so con­ 
nected. they consent, no m atter how inform ally, 
to m arry aud thereafter continue to live pre­ 
cisely as before, the m ere fact th at sexual Inter­ 
course, un d er such circum stance», follows alter 
th e consent, am ounts to a m utual assum ption of 
m arital rights, duties and obligations, and from 
th a t tim e they are husband and wife. It means, 
theretore, th at, in some cases at least, this re­ 
quirem ent of the statute am ounts to nothing 
it 
m eans th at a couple m ay consent to m arrv, may 
live precisely as if they areu n m arried and their 
relations m eretricious ; to the world they mav 
appear to be unm arried, and th eir children, if 
they have any, appear 10 be bastards , if they 
couclude to viólale th eir "co n sen t” to m arriage 
th ey m ay go th eir w ays: th at they were bus 
band and wife cannot be proved, aud th eir chil­ 
dren are bastards in leed. We cannot so far re­ 
flect upon the law m aking power as to hold that 
such was their intention. T he ease 1 adore us 
presents the si ongest possible argum ent against 
m is construction. Take the res|(ondeut'g state­ 
m ents to be true in every respect, sh e entered 
lulo this contract believing it constituted a legal 
niarr age. She consented to conceal trom the 
world her true relatio .it 1 th e defendant ana 
place herself ¡11 a positiou th at m ight, and it she 
should be detected in th e act of treating him as 
a wife would, inevitably, brand her ash ism is- 
trers 
Ho could deny her and she would be 
helpless and h er character would lie ruined. 
On the other ham*, such a construction w ould 
enable a designing and unprincipled woman to 
im pose herself upon a m au as his wife without 
right and against his will 
We think ju st such 
results were intended to be prevented by the 
statute we are considering, and th at in requir­ 
ing rh at they should assum e m atrim onial rights, 
duties and obligations it was clearly intended 
th a t they should so conduct them selves tow ard 
each other as to give evidence to those w ith 
whom they m ight com e in contact ih at they 
w ere husband and w ife. 
The Court clears away a vast deal of 
rubbish concerning the claim th at there 
may be establishm ent of the marriage re- 
1 ition by accepting the sexual embrace. 
On that head the supreme tribunal echoes 
the thought of every man and woman of 
sensibility in all the land, that the sexual 
embrace is not cohabitation under the law. 
Cohabitation is open living together as 
man and wife in the face of all the world. 
A secret agreement to conduct themselves 
as man and wife secretly, and 
1 0 keep the 
knowledge from the world, simply creates 
the relation of man and mistress—that, 
says the Suprem e Court, is the plain E n­ 
glish and the law of the whole matter, and 
has been, it may be added, ever since (iod 
H im self blessed the union of the first 
woman and the first man. 
Cohabitation is 
the evidence before all the world of men 
th at the parties have assumed m arital 
rights, dutiej and res|K>nsibilities that they 
cannot themselves set aside or cast off. 
All there has ever been in the H ill- 
Sharon case may he very briefly stated 
w ith perfect 
fairness to both p a rties; 
T his man and this woman—conceding the 
document to be genuine—signed an agree­ 
m ent to be man and wife, but that the re­ 
lation should lie kept a profound secret. 
T he woman, on her own statem ent, lie it 
remembered, signed a supplemental agree­ 
m ent pledging herself not to make the fact 
of the contract known for two years, unless 
the man should p v e consent. They then 
had secret sexual relations, she secretly 
received from him money, much as the 
mistress receives coin from her m aster; she 
secreted another woman in her bed-cham- 


WASHINGTON CULL1NGS. 


The R ecord-U nion urged upon the 
Legislature of 1887 to put all such shames 
as this Sharon-H ill case out of considera­ 
tion for all the future, by an express sta­ 
tute declaring all secret agreements to live 
together and 
consort secretly, illegal, 
and to require th at all marriages by con­ 
tract shall be recorded after being w it­ 
nessed, and be followed immediately by 
open m utual assumption of m arital rights 
and duties. 
The Legislature of 1889 was 
again urged to make the Civil Code af­ 
firmatively clear upon this subject.

and there will he more of leisure in which 
to give attention to our guests. 
As it is of 
first im portance th a t action should be 
taken immediately, there should not be an­ 
other day’s delay in this m atter. 
By 
prom pt energetic work we can succeed. 
There must be no half-heartedness in the 
m atter. 
We must go about it as if we in­ 
tended to over-ride all opponents, and to 
subm it to no defeat. 
The centrality of the 
Capital City, the ease with which it can be 
reached from all parts of the State, its sit­ 
uation in the midst of a great agricultural 
and horticultural section, the location here 
of the State offices and archives, the fit­ 
ness of the Capitol building for the sitting 
of the G range, the peculiar ease with 
which excursions may he made from this 
point up the great valley of the Sacra 
mento, into the m ining regions, or down 
the San Joaquin valley, and finally to the 
metropolis and regions about San F ran 
cisco and Monterey Bays, all point to Sac­ 
ram ento as the preference to any others, 
where the annual session of the National 
Grange should be held—and will be, if 
we at once set about to manifest some de­ 
sire th at it should assemble here.

"T h e Cruise of the Corwin in Alaskan 
W aters” is a publication which will be 
popular everywhere. The text is by Cap­ 
tain A. M. Healy of the United States 
Revenue Service. Thirty-eight wood cuts 
and six lithographs assist in m aking the 
book pleasant. 
"N av al Constructor Philip H ickborn’s 
W ork on European D ockyards” is another 
of the books almost ready. In this various 
naval workshops and vessels being con­ 
structed therein are sketched. There are 
forty-nine lithographs aDd nine wood-cms. 
Part 1 of volume 24 of “ The Rebellion 
Records,” and the annual publication on 
‘‘The Foreign Relations of the United 
States,” are stitched and ready for the 
bindery, but “ The State Papers of Grover 
Cleveland,” edited by Daniel Lamont, will 
precede them by several days.

A R ID L A N D SURVEYS. 


M iyor P o w ell's R ep ort N ot R ea d y —P ro­ 
g ress o f th e W ork. 
Washington, July 18ih.—Major Powell’s 
report on arid lands in the West will not 
be ready for Congress before the latter part 
of November, as authorized by law. The 
parties did not go into the field until May, 
and they will rem ain there until October. 
The total appropriation for the arid land 
survey was $250,000. 
Of this am ount $17,­ 
500 will be expended in engineering work 
in California and Nevada, $32,200 tor hy­ 
draulic work, and $35.500 for surveys in 
the same sections. The work is under 
charge of E. M. Douglas. The area being 
surveyed in California comprises such por­ 
tions of the drainage basins of the Yuba, 
American, Cosnmnes, M okeluiune, Stanis­ 
laus, Truckee and Carson rivers as are u n ­ 
mapped. The area in Nevada is portions 
of the Truckee and Carson rivers.

W ashington, July 18th.—The following 
changes in the Assistant Surgeons. Marine 
Hospital service, are ordered by the Sur­ 
geon-General: Baugban, from Boston to 
Norfolk; W ertenbaker, from Norfolk to 
Galveston; Pettus, from Galveston to Bos­ 
ton.

GENEEAL ORTON WILL REGULATE THE 
REGIMENTAL BANDS. 


M atters of Interest to O ur Local M ilitary 
Concerning Camp, T arget-Practice, 
the Signal Service, etc. 


The annual inspection and muster of the 
city troops, which took place last Monday 
evening, gave great satisfaction to the offi­ 
cers and men of the respective companies, 
and to the brigade and regimental officers 
also. The ranks were fuller than lor a 
num ber of years at such an event, and A 
and G, particularly, showed up grandly. A 
feeling of pride in their organizations takes 
possession of all when they turn out in 
such goodly numbers, and this is not con­ 
fined to the military men alone, but reach 
our citizens, also. Keep it up, boys, at 
your weekly drills, and you will have occa­ 
sion to be prouder still at your next muster. 
The greater number of the rifles are un­ 
fit for use, but this the Adjutant-General is 
looking after, and will remedy at the earliest 
possible moment. Major Houghton, ot tbe 
staff, inspected Company C at Nevada City, 
and speaks in glowing terms of that com­ 
pany. He thinks it is one of the best tn 
California. Company F, at Woodland, will 
be inspected by Major Sherburn this even­ 
ing.The signal corps of ten men will be mus­ 
tered in as such immediately, and will be 
commanded by Major Sherburn, of the 
brigade staff, assisted by Lieutenant Ken­ 
nedy, the regimental signal officer. There 
will be one sergeant and two corporals in 
the corps. It draws $25 per month, and in 
addition there is $1,000 appropriated for an 
outfit, which General Orton will apportion 
according to their needs. 
The law provides for target practice twice 
in each year, and orders have just been is­ 
sued for the first shoot, whicn will take 
place next month. The regiment can face 
the butts while in camp or at the ranges, 
and the brigade officers and signal corps 
are ordered to practica on the 25th of 
August at the range in this city. The In­ 
spectors of Itifie Practice will superintend. 
The second annual shoot will take place 
probably the latter part of September, and 
the men, in order to win medals, must 
m ake the average required at both trials, so 
that a man absenting himself from one will 
stand a poor chance of getting a medal. In 
addition to the regular medals, a silver 
badge will be given to the best shot in each 
company and brigade and regimental staff 
at the first practice in August. Blamk returns 
have already been forwarded to the various 
subdivisions in this brigade. The regiment 
has resolved to go into camp at Santa Cruz 
this year, and will start August 17th. The 
fare for the round trip has been fixed at 
$3 50 per m an, and friends of the military 
can go and return for $5. 
By some queer manipulations on the 
part of the Legislature, no allowance for 
camp purposes has been provided for the 
field staff, non-commissioned staff, signal 
corps, bands, etc., and the usual ap­ 
propriation to bring the companies of 
a regiment to headquarters has been 
cut off, alto. 
This leaves the force 
only $2,400, with $500 added, which 
they receive from tbe citizens of Santa 
Cruz, who also provide the grounds, straw, 
water, etc. 
Funds will, therefore, be 
scarce, and some good management will 
have to be inaugurated to carrv on the 
camp successfully. This will have to be­ 
gin with the boys’ stomachs, which are 
supposed to be elastic, but are n o t; and if 
great care is not taken it will turn out 
worse than the "tripe” camp four years 
ago. A saving can be made in “ grub” 
and music by being gone only seven davs, 
which complies with the law's require­ 
ment. The regiment can leave here on the 
17th and return on the morning of the 25th 
(Sunday), and this would give them a day’s 
rest before going to work on the following 
Monday. 
Gener-1 Orton is determined that before 
the bands get another opportunity to 
“strike” on Hie Fourth of July, they' will 
be regulated. If an example is not made 
of the San Francisco musicians he will 
muster out every military band in the 
State, and have a new deal. The General 
has a good coating of war-paint on, saber 
drawn, and musicians’ scalps will be 
numerous about his wigwam, if the result 
of the court-martial does not suit him. 
The new rules and regulations are being 
rapidly revised and will be shortly pub­ 
lished. Tbev are much needed, aDd will 
be welcomed by all. We understand thev 
are gotten up with great care and with 
special attention to the wants of tbe Na­ 
tional Guard of this State. One rule has 
already been changed and promulgated in 
others, which sentinels will do well to re­ 
member. It is that arms are to be “pre­ 
sented” to all officers. Heretofore only offi­ 
cers above the rank of Captain were entitled 
to a “ present.” This simplifies the matter 
very much for sentinels and will be wel­ 
comed. 
The tea new companies will not be 
mustered in for a month or two yet, and 
the South is endeavoring to get the lion’s 
share of them. Un account of the error in 
not providing for camp allowances for 
other than companies, and some companies 
not going into camp this year, the money 
will have to be returned to the State Treas­ 
ury—some seven or eigbt thousand dollars 
—as it cannot be used for any other pur­ 
pose nor in any other year. This, we 
know, nearly breaks the Adjutant-General’s 
heart, when he needs the money for so 
m any other purposes, tents and rifles for 
instance. 
An election for Major of the regiment 
will take placeat headquarters next Friday, 
the 2Gtb. All field and line officers are en­ 
titled to vote. This is to fill tbe vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Major Fred 
Neary. 
Lieutenant M. H. Sheehan, of 
Company G, and Kennedy of the staff, are 
spoken of as candidates. " 
There will be no election in Company G 
for Lieutenant Mott’s place for the present. 
Captain Hall has been appointed as one of 
the Board of Examiners for the brigade. 
The Signal Corps consists of the follow­ 
ing: Sergesnt, C. L. Quinn; Corporals, 
Jesse H. Rodgers and Gus Hagelstein;

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


THE BOARD OF EDUCATION CHOOSES 
A SET OF TEACHERS. 


Professor D ahl R einstated as T eacher of 
Languages—Bids for the New 
School-liouse. 


The City Board of Education met in spe­ 
cial session last evening, the chief purpose 
being the election of teachers for the ensu­ 
ing year. Present—Directors Todd, Tnfts, 
Senatz, Chipman, Hopley, Davis and Skel­ 
ton. Absent—Director Martin. 
Principal Pond of tbe High School ap­ 
peared before the Board and gave reasons 
why the position of fourth assistant in that 
school should be made an all-day one. He 
said the junior class for the coming term 
would be so large as to require a full-day 
teacher in that position. He spoke com- 
mendingly of the interest shown by Mrs. 
Tryon in her classes during the past term, 
and did not think her salary had been 
commensurate with her work. 
Director Skelton moved that tbe fourth 
assistant be made an all-day teacher, and 
that the salary be fixed at $80 per month. 
Director Hopley moved as a substitute 
that the position be made an all-day one, 
and that the salary be fixed at $100 per 
month. So ordered. 
Director Todd moved that the salaries of 
the Vice-Principals of the Sacramento and 
Capital Grammar Schools be fixed at $100 
per month, instead of $110, as at present. 
Carried. 
ELECTION OF TEACHERS. 
Director Davis nominated Professor Dahl 
for teacher of Languages in the High 
School. 
Director Todd moved that the election 
be postponed until the meeting on the last 
Monday in August. He had reasons for 
bjlieving the gentleman not competent, but 
by the next meeting he might learn to the 
contrary. 
On motion of Director Skelton, citizens 
who were present were invited to address 
the Board in behalf ot Professor Dahl, and 
remarks were made by one of the gentle­ 
men, who referred to the high accomplish­ 
ments possessed by Professor Dahi, and 
spoke of his success in his native country, 
as well as here. Professor Dahl stood 
ready, he said, to undergo the most thor­ 
ough examination to which he might be 
submitted by the Faculty of the State Uni­ 
versity. 
After some further remarks, Director 
Chipman moved that the roll be called on 
the election of Professor Dahl, with the re­ 
sult that he received the votes of all the 
Directors, except Chairman Todd. 
The latter explained his vote bv saying 
that, with the information before'him he 
did not feel that he could vote for Profes­ 
sor Dahl at this time, but hoped that he 
could do so further on.

A GOOD SUGGESTION, 
Proposition Looking to a Good I’se of 
tin* G rant M onument Fund. 
On August 25, 1835, an Executive Com­ 
mittee was appointed by the citizens of this 
city to solicit subscriptions towards the 
erection of an equestrian statue of General 
Grant in the State Capitol grounds. The 
committee was to be known as the Grant 
Monument Association, and was composed 
of General George Stoneman, H. Latham, 
J. H. Carroll. John Q. Brown, General T.W. 
Sheehan. George W. Chesley, John Weil, 
A. L. Frost,W. B. Hamilton. Hon. Thomas 
L. Thompson and H. A. Burnett. They 
started in with the intention of raising 
some $2iJ.(J0t>, and got as far as $338 91, net, 
which sum has been lying in tne Bank of 
D. O. Mills ever since. 
Tbe G A. II. Monument Committee are 
endeavoring to get this amount turned over 
to them, and promise to put an inscription 
on tbeir monument commemorative of 
General Grant. This monument is to be 
placed in the G. A. R. plat in the City 
Cemetery, at « cost of about $2 U90. 
The G. A. II Committee, consisting of H. 
Bennett. J. W. Reeves. George W. Ficks, 
C. H. Hubbard. R. Pedlar. John Measure, 
J. W. Jackson atol IC C. Jordan, are will­ 
ing to have some inscription on ¡bis monu­ 
ment commemorative of Gene al Grant, 
and it has been suggested that in one of 
tbe panels of the shaft a bronze m eiailion 
of Grant might be placed. 
It is more than likely that the G_ant Ex­ 


ecutive Committee will be willing to turn I 
over what they have collected to the Grand I 
Army Committee if the money can be 
diverted from the purpose for which it was 
raised. It is not at all likely that the bal­ 
ance—nearly $20.000—will ever be raised 
here for a monument to Grant. 
Late last night, and after the above had 
been pat in type, a letter was received from 
ex-Mayor John Q. Brown, a member of the 
Executive Committee of the Grant Fund 
Association, heartily indorsing the propo­ 
sition. This makes a majority of the Ex­ 
ecutive Committee in favor of the U9e of 
the fund as suggested, and the m atter may 
be regarded as settled. 
HIGHEST AND LOWEST. 
The M ercury Showing a D isposition to be 
E rratic Again. 
The highest and lowest Signal Service 
temperature yesterday was 94° and 54°, 
being the first time since the Fourth of 
July that we have had a temperature of 90° 
and above, or two weeks to a day. The 
wind yesterday was light southerly during 
the morniDg and forenoon, after which it 
came from the northwest aDd was gentle 
in velocity. Although with a temperature 
94°, yesterday was not what we might call 
particularly perspiring weather. 
The highest and lowest for the same 
date last year was 94° and 63°, with fresh 
southerly winds and a cloudless sky. 
The highest and lowest temperature one 
year ago to-day was 94° and 58°, with 
gentle to fresh southerly winds and cloud­ 
less sky. 
A C learance Sale. 
Yesterday the Red House commenced 
their usual summer clearance sale. The 
slaughter of goods is not confined to any 
one department, but takes in all. The 
proprietor, Charles H. Gilman, upon being 
interviewed, said : “ We have inaugurated 
this sale the same as we have many others 
of like character in years past, for the pur­ 
pose of unloading our immense stock of 
goods, so that room may be made for later 
im portadora. The prices,” said he, “ have 
been marked down on all lines from 
twenty-five to fifty per cent. This, of 
course, would seem like a slaughter of 
goods, and in one sense it is, but from an­ 
other standpoint it is not, ior there is only 
one time to sell goods, and that is during 
the season for which they are adapted, and 
while stili the prevailing fashion. Afier 
they are out of style,” said Mr. Gilman, 
“ nobody wants them at any price. Our 
sale will continue right along until the 
stock in the millinery, dress and fancy 
goods, clothing, boots and shoe depart­ 
ments are closed ont. Our price from now 
on will be such that tbe public will throng 
this building from morning to night. We 
mean business, and the public shall have 
the benefit.” 
Agonizing Suspense. 
The family of Joseph N. Bates—whose 
disappearance was mentioned in these col­ 
umns yesterday—have not heard anything 
from him as yet, and are in great distress 
in consequence. Chief Lee has teen in­ 
formed by a person in this city that Bates 
lost his life by falling from a building in 
Seattle, three wetks after his arrival there, 
on which he was employed as a carpenter. 
But this is not likely, as he would doubt- 
.less have written to his wife soon after his 
arrival. He left an interesting and de­ 
voted family here, consisting of his wite 
and four children, and has a little money 
in one of the local banks. No tidings can 
be got from Seattle concerning him. 
W ashington W ants a Postolhce. 
A petition is being circulated in the 
town of W ashington a t o s s the river, 
which is to be presented to the proper au­ 
thorities, asking that a postoffice be estab­ 
lished in that town. The residents there 
claim it is a public necessity. There is one 
little hitch that has sprung up, however, 
which will necessitate the taking of a new 
name for the town. W ashington is the 
name of a village in Nevada county, which 
has a postoffice, and hence, if one is estab­ 
lished in our neighboring town, it would 
necessitate a change of name.

Painters and workmen are at work reno­ 
vating the interior of the police-station 
bnilding. The walls will be whitened, and 
the Court-room will be newly papered and 
plastered.

TFZ l'OWPPS TRUST.

MIRACULOUS ESCAPE. 
Strwc.k by a Tliumlering Train, ami Comes 
Out Unhurt. 
S anta R osa, July 18th.—J. W. Hill of 
Dry Creek, Mendocino county, had a nar­ 
row escape from death to-day at noon. He 
was waiting for a street car at the place 
where the McDonald avenue line crosses 
the Southern Pacific track, and was struck 
by an incoming train, which came swiftly 
around the sharp curve at that place. He 
was picked up insensible, but soon recov­ 
ered consciousness, and the only mark he 
retains is a slight scalp wound. He says 
lie heard the train, but thought at first 
it was a street car and being in an unfamil­ 
iar place he could not make up his mind 
which way to retreat until it was too late. 
IS HOT WATER. 
San Diego s Cliief of Police Accused of 
Keing Bribed. 
San Diego, July 18th.—About a month 
ago the police raided a Chinese gambling 
den in Chinatown and captured forty of the 
gamesters in the very act of playing. They 
were driven to the city jail witii an officer 
at the end ot the queues of each batch of 
five Celestials. Chief of Police Coyne issued 
an order to the Jailer to release them on a 
deposit of $10 cash bail from each one, 
which was done. 
Police Judge Rawson protested against 
this action of the Chief, claiming that that 
officer had no authority to order the gam­ 
blers cleared. The outcome of this action 
is the filing of a suit by theChiuamen for 
the forfeited bail money, on the ground 
that the Chiefs action was without author­ 
ity, and the developments expected to ap­ 
pear at the trial are causing quite a flutter 
of excitement in police circles. 
Before the raid referred to the Chinese 
gamblers had enjoyed immunity from ar­ 
rest and prosecution, which was a source of 
wonderment to many citizens. Since the 
raid the Chiuese charge openly that they 
had for a long time paid Chief Coyne $10 
per week for each table run, to insure free­ 
dom from molestation, but that just before 
the raid some of them had protested against 
the payment of such a large sum and de­ 
clared their intention to only pay $5 a 
week thereafter. 
It is then alleged that the Chief refused 
to accept the reduced rate, or. in fact, any 
more money whatever. There was a good 
deal of speculation for some time as to the 
intentions of the force, and the gamblers 
were wary, but they relaxed their vigilance 
finally, and the raid was made, the Celes­ 
tials charging a desire for revenge as the 
cause of the descent upon them. The 
Chief denies the allegations of bribery and 
challenges proof.

Mrs. Vna Siolvlc I>i«l Not Elope 
CioHKips Said. 
Santa Cruz, July 18th.—About three 
months ago Mrs. Van ¡sickle, of Capitola, 
disappeared from her husband’s house 
mysteriously, leaving a comfortable home 
and a daughter 1-i years of age. A great 
sensation was caused and many things 
were said deroga:ory to the lady's charac­ 
ter. Her husband was much older, and it 
was claimed by some that she lett with 
one Anderson. 
In the three months since her absence 
nothing had been heard from Mrs. Van 
Sickle. On Tuesday evening she returned 
to Capitola. walked quietly to her home, 
and was received by her husband with an 
embrace and kind words. When she got 
oil the train there was a crowd of people 
at the depot. Some recognized her and 
whispered her name to others. 
A curious crowd followed her from the 
depot and almost to her own door. The 
lady explains her absence by say ing that 
the gossiping tongues of Capitola had 
made free with her name. She feared it 
would reach her husband's ears. He is in 
ill-health and she feared the effect. She 
brooded over the trouble, had no friends to 
turn to, could not stand Capitola, and tied 
to her sister, Mrs. West (nee Peachy), of 
Oakland. She has been there ever since. 
She never saw Anderson in that time, 
nor heard of him, and says she does nut 
know nor o re where he is. Her strong 
aflection for her husband, she says, brought 
her back. She would rather stand any­ 
thing than leave him longer, and says lie 
has always been kind and affectionate. 
Mrs. Van Sickle is a pretty and attractive 
woman, and has devotedly attended her 
sick husband. The couple are in good 
circumstances, and have a pretty home in 
Capitola. 
KILLED BY A BOY. 
A Youngster Xameil Curley Slug Butcher 
IVagner. 
San Leandro, July 18:h.—The mystery 
surrounding the morder of Albert Wagner, 
the bu'cher, yesterday, has been dispelled. 
Sheriff Hale was sent for and arrived about 
6 o'clock. He found an important witness 
in e boy by the name of Chipntan. He 
told him that he (Chipman) aud another 
boy by the name of Curley, who is em­ 
ployed by the proprietor of the Lake 
Saloon, were sitting in front of the saloon 
at about 2 o'clock. The deceased came np 
and demanded that hr be given a drink. 
The hoy refused to give it to hint. There­ 
upon Wagner swore and threatened to do 
the young man bodily harm. The boy ran 
into the house and locked the door. De­ 
ceased came to the door of the house with 
a stick and told Curley to open it. The 
boy ran around to the back of the house, 
and there found a rifle that bad been used 
last Sunday by some gentlemen from Sau 
Francisco in firing at a target. He took 
the gun and aimed it at Wagner as he was 
going awa»% not thinking it was loaded. 
It went otf. the bullet striking Wagner be­ 
tween the fifth and sixth rips and penetrat­ 
ing the apex of the heart. Death was in- 
etantaoeooa. 
The Coroner's jury found a verdict ac­ 
cording to the above facts, and held Curlev 
to appear before the Superior Court of this 
county. The deceased was a resident of 
San Leandro for the past thirty years and 
was well known throughout the valley. 
Cnrlev is 13 years old aud was born in San 
Francisco. 
LIKE A ROMANCE. 
Forger. Bigamist mid Diamond Thief, 
hilt Still at Liberty. 
Los Angei.es, July 18th.—Karly last year 
the most daring robbery prohablv ever 
committed on the coast occurred in this 
city at the jewelry store of H. T. Hollings­ 
worth, at 18 Spring street. 
Spring street was crowded on both sides 


tt the time, and there must have been 
several dozer, sight-seers in the neighbor­ 
hood. whera all of a sudden a crash and 
the fait of heavy plate glass was heard. 
Everybody turned and looked in the ai- 
rectio’j from which the sound came, and 
those nearest the store saw a man ram his 
arm into the show-window and draw out a 
jewelry tray. Quicker than a Hash he 
swept the contents it to his pocket and dis­ 
appeared. It seems that the fellow de­ 
liberately walked up to the window, and 
with the aid of a good-sized hammer 
knocked it in and grabbed a diamond tray, 
which contained abost $500 worth of un­ 
set diamonds. 
It has lately been cscertained that Harry 
Armitsge (alias Harry Wilshee, alias Jack 
Kelly, alias Howard) was the robber, and 
he is now being sought for by the detectives. 
He affected a ministerial make-up aud has 
an expression of piety. During the war he 
was at the front as a journalist, and he is 
credited with getting tne first report of the 
battle of Gettysburg to the Chicago papers. 
He had a good record, but after the war he 
found himself penniless and went to Kan­ 
sas City, where he married. He soon got 
into trouble, left Kansas City and a wife 
aud turned up in Salt Lake City, where, 
ignoring the tact that be had no divorce 
from bis first wile, he married again. 
Again getting into a scrape, he left for 
New Orleans, where he stayed duriDg the 
Exposition and made some money. Here 
he met a lady of some wealth, formed a 
partnership with her and purchased the 
pauorama of the Battle of Gettysburg. He 
made considerable money, and finally he 
aud his wife came to this city, where he 
lauded during the boom. The panorama 
ivas UDfotded and put up on Main street, 
and again be was prosperous. Business at 
last became slow, and if it had not been for 
what happened later on, Armitage would 
have dropped from the public gaze. 
He was without money, and with the aid 
of a confederate committed the diamond 
robbery. The meager description of tue 
thief was all the officers had to work on, 
but his former landlady told the officers 
she thought he was crooked, aud they 
learned that he left Los Angeles soon after 
the robbery aud went to Ban Francisco. 
But here the officers lost their clew. They 
had no evidence to arrest him on. Later 
it was ascertained that be had married 
again and was engaged to two other women. 
One woman is a wealihy widow, and he 
won her confidence to such an extent that 
she intrusted to his safe-keeping several 
thousand dollars' worth of certified checks. 
Just before tlie Hollingsworth robbery 
the widow’s name was forged on these 
checks by Armitage. The officers found 
that his third wife, a few days alter her 
husband had gone north, went to Pasadena, 
and then to San Francisco and then back 
to this city. 
By means of a female de­ 
tective it was learned from the woman that 
an hour or so after the robbery Armitage 
carne to her with the diamonds, acknowl­ 
edged that he had stolen them, and, with 
the money he had obtained from the forged 
drafts, put them in his wife’s trunk and 
made her bring the plunder to him in San 
Francisco, and then jilted her. Since then 
no trace has been found of the fellow, 
though the officers fear he has sought 
refuge in Canada. 
WARRING CHAUTAUOUANS. 
One Braiieli Enjoins tlie O ther from Cel­ 
ebrating. 
Los A ngeles, July 18th.—The Alliance 
Assemblage is a Methodist organization 
similar to the Chautauqua. It is now in 
session at Long Beach and intends to 
merge itself into a Chautauqua, and Friday 
is set for the date of the Chautauqua cele­ 
bration. Rev. S. J. Flemming, who claims 
to be the head ot the orthodox Ohautau- 
quans, who has just located at Redondo 
Beach, got the Superior Court to issue a 
temporary injunction restraining the Long 
Beach people from their celebration. This 
injunction was served on Rev. Mr. Cole, 
Superintendent, and Rev. Dr. Hirst, Mana­ 
ger of the Alliance. It is claimed that 
Rev. Mr. Flemming’s Chautauqua organ­ 
ization is not authorized by the Eastern 
Cbautauquan officials. When Bishop Vin­ 
cent wae on the coast recently the Alliance 
announced that he would lecture, but the 
Bishop politely refused to have anything 
to do with either party to the quarrel and 
left for the East. Flemmiug used to be a 
newspaper man, and at one time conducted 
bis Chautauqua scheme at Long Beach, 
but finally left to go to Redondo. Both 
sides are strong in numbers and influence. 


TRUSTED A THIEF. 
A Sherffl's Reward for Kindness to a 
Criminal. 
R ed B l u f f, July 18th — E d w a rd Baker, 
charged with horse-stealing, was arrested 
within a mile of the British line, in Wash­ 
ington Territory, by Sheriff Vestal, of this 
county. The evidence against Baker was 
very direct, yet he was released on $2,000 
batí aud then left the State. 
He was quietly arrested and handcuffed 
until nearing Redding, when he requested 
that the shackles be left off, as he knew so 
many on the train. The Sheriff did as re­ 
quested, when the prisoner stepped out on 
the platform and jumped from the train, 
which was moving at the rate of twenty 
miles an hour. He was seen to fall and 
then regain his feet and make for the 
brush. He left the train at Hooker Switch, 
twelve miles above here, within two miles 
of his home. 
He no doubt appropriated the first horse 
he found, and started for the Coast IldDge 
mountains. The Sheriff is very much 
chagrined, and has a large posse scouring 
the country in the search.

It is alleged in the complaint that on the 
23d of December, 1881, a contract was made 
between the two corporations by which the 
defendants were to act as agents for the 
plaintiffs and to make loans for them, tak­ 
ing their compensation out of the interest 
which might accrue on the money loaned. 
The defendants were bound, by virtne of 
the agreement, to exercise all due vigilance 
in doing business so as to select only first- 
class secureties. In 1SS6 the contract, it is 
alleged, was broken because the agents had 
made many loans upon property which 
was previously encumbered, aDd which 
was not of such value as to warrant such 
large loans.Mold Highway Kobbers. 
Marysville, July 18th.—A Chinaman 
was stood up Monday evening on the 
Knox road, two and a half milts from the 
top of the Stanfield hill, by two masked 
men, who succeeded in getting $160 from 
him. One of the men was tall, while the 
other was short and stout. The Chinaman 
had over $400, bat managed to secrete $240, 
which they could not find. 
Last night two men, whose faces were 
concealed by bandana handkerchiefs, en­ 
tered the saloon kept by a man named 
Shoemate, acress the Yaba river, south of 
Marysville, and, with drawn pistols, robbed 
Shoemate and a customer of their cash, 
amounting to less than $10 A reward of 
$50 has been offered by Sheriff Saul for the 
arrest of the robbers. 
Heavy Storm in Arizona. 
T ucson, July 18th.—This afternoon at 5 
o’clock a heavy rain, accompanied by 
lightning and thunder, set in, iioodicg 
many parts of the city and causing much 
damage to houses. The streets are flooded 
and many adobe roofs caved in. One resi­ 
dence, occupied by a man named Frazier, 
fell in, and Mrs. Frazier narrowly escaped 
by running out of the building.

TWO FOR SUPPER 
•*01<1 tiri/zly” W ouldn’t be Driven from 
His Claim. 
P rescott (A. T ), July ISth.—A. W. Cal­ 
len. better known in Arizona and Kansas 
as ‘‘Old Grizzly,” shot and instantly killed 
Byron J. Charles and Frank Work, at his 
mining camp at Oro Fino, Monday even­ 
ing.Sheriff O'Neill went out to-day aud ar­ 
rested Callen, who is now in jail. Callen 
refuses to talk about the matter further 
than to say he was justified in the act. 
From other parties it is learned that the 
trouble arose about a mining claim which 
Callen had been working. Charles and 
Work attempted to drive him from the 
claim, when he shot them with a double­ 
barreled shotgun loaded with buckshot. 
The examination takes place to-morrow. 
Callen was once very wealthy and prom­ 
inent in politics in Kansas. Having served 
one or two terms as member of the Legis­ 
lature. He has resided in this county since 
1875, being engaged in mining. 
Charles has also lived here for several 
years, and bad the reputation of being a 
bad man, ready to shoot on the slightest 
provocation. But little is known of W*rk, 
the other victim. 
Four men witnessed the murder. 


ASPHYXIATED. 
Two Young Men Sutlm-uted in a Wine 
Tank. 
Santa Rosa, July 18th—William Bolle, 
son of H. Bolle, who owns a large winery 
fivs miles east of this city, was missing yes­ 
terday afternoon, together with Daniel 
Fefra, an Italian laborer in Mr. Bolle’s em­ 
ploy. Search was instituted, and about 5 
f. m. their bodies were found in a 15,000- 
gallon wine tank.

AFTER OFFICE. 
Oakland Republican-. Disturbed Regard­ 
ing Federal Patronage. 
O a k l a n d , July 18th.—There is consider­ 
able political perturbation in the winds 
of certain Oakland politicians in regard to 
the bestowal of Federal political patronage. 
The Republicans who bolted the regular 
ticket and joined the Citizens’ movement 
at the last election have been haunted by a 
fear that they would be left out in the dis­ 
tribution of the loaves and fishes, and are 
lusting after the tiesh pots of the Republi­ 
can Egypt front which they went out. 
Camron, the Moses of this exodus, it is 
said, wrote a letter to General Dimond, 
wanting to know what he was going to do 
about it, in such terms that the letter was 
returned by General Dimond, who did not 
deign to reply. Whereat Camron waxed 
wroth and called to him that other apostie 
of purity and consistency in politics. W. E. 
Dargie, and they assembled a conclave of 
the chiefs of ten tribes iu the parlors of 
the Senator’s house, and there carne such 
guileless patriots as Fred M. Campbell, J. 
C. Boatman, Bart Morgan, S. G. Hiiborn, 
A. J. McGovern, George C. Pardee, W. W. 
Camron, J. C. Wilson and others. The 
ghost of Vrooman seemed to stalk abroad 
and affright them, and animate the actions 
of Judge J. P. Ames and others who, it 
was claimed, were attempting to avenge 
themselves and the hurt that Vrooman had 
received in later political life, it was even 
asserted that a political boycott had been 
established against those who participated 
in the revolt against Ames in the recent 
election, it was resolved to interview the 
Congressional delegation and Federal of­ 
ficers with regard to the distribution of 
offices. Ames and the others, in subse­ 
quent interviews, denied that they were 
influencing the distribution of patronage 
for personal ends.
